In presenting the field marshal’s 
baton, the Emperor said that he was 
proud to bein such company, and to 
offer the congratulations of himself 
and of the army. Asa young man he 
was unable to add to the laurels al- 
ready encircling the aged warrior’s 
brow, but he begged him to accept the 
the baton as a memento of the occa- 
sion. The Emperor ‘then called upon 
the assembled company for cheers, 
and -their ‘“‘hachs’’ fairly made 
the building tremble. The Emperor 
then advanced and kissed Von Moltke 
three times on both cheeks. 

Empress Frederick visited the old 
coufft on Saturday and presented her 
congratulations. The veteran evinced 
the greatest pleasure at the visit. 
Queen Victoria telegraphed her. con- 
yratulation from Balmoral. The King 
of Belgium also sent a congratulatory 
telegram. ‘The Grand Duchess of 
Baden presented to the Count the late 
Emporor William’s historic note book, 
which be used until bis death. The 
count feels in no way fatigued as’ yet. 

The German press makes the warm- 
est reference to Von Moltke. The 
Hamburger Nachrichten explains that it 
was regard for his owm health only 
that prevented Bismarck from going to 
Berlin to do honor tothe veteran. It 
says: ‘*Everyone that has seen the in- 
terior of Bismarck’s schloss knows 
how he revered Von Moltke.” ®

starvation point, and threatening a boycott 
on any merchant who may patronize or do 
apy business with any estadlishment which 
might employ them. . 

That the public may not be misled by 
these false statements, the priucipies which 
govern the Printers’ Protective Fraternity, 
taken from its constitution, are here given: 

WHEREAS, Parties to a contract must 
seek a basis of agreement in order to make 
an equitable contract for mutual benefit, 
and as employers and employés are parties 
to a contract who must rely upon each other 
for the accomplishment of their common 
purposes, so these two parties should be 
allied in the effort to find a correct basis for 
their contract, for the better furtherance of 
their mutual interests and thé surer and 
more perfect adjustment of those differ- 
ences which may arise between them as 
contracting parties. 

Experience has shown that the organiza- 
tion of the labor element in this c ntract 
promotes the interests of both parties, inas- 


much that, if properly organized and con- |, 


troled, it furnishes a means for the protec- 
tion of the workman against the oppression 
of unscrupulous employers, and of both 
employer and employé against the ‘selfish 
schemes and dishonorable practices of in- 
dividual workmen. 

We do not believe that the best interests 
of the two parties and the true object of 
organized labor have been furthered, but 
rather interfered with, by the methods re- 
sorted to by the labor organizations of the 


ast. 

We do not believe that the mutual inter- 
ests of capital and labor can be forwarded 
by their taking positions of antagonism 
toward each other, or that the disagreements 
between. them can be properly settled by 
the force of strikes, lockouts and boycotts. 

We believe that those methods have 
proven failures for the purposes for which 


‘they have been resorted to, and are also de- 


structive of the individual freedom of the 


| workman, whom we declare to have a 


natural right to thecontrol of his own labor, 
as well as the capitalist has to the control of 
his own property, within the bounds of the 
common needs and the public good. 

We believe that organized labor can, in 
this day and country, safely appeal to arbi- 
tration fur the satisfaction of its just de- 
minds, and that this mode of settlement will 
be best for both capital and labor,and for the 
general welfare of the country. 

We believe that a labor organization 
should be able to supply employers with 
good and reliable workmen, and to demand 
and secure for them fair pay and good 
treatment; that it should provide its mem- 
bers with employment and proteet them 
therein, and that it should aid its members 
and their dependents in time of want, sick- 
ness or death. 

We believe in providing a system of sick 
and mortuary benefits for our members and 
their families. 

We believe in the free moral agency of 
every man; and every man, providing he is

disagreement; the four shall then unani- 
mvusly agree upon a fifth person, who shall 
be a business man not connected with the 
printing business, to serve upon the com- 
mittee. When such committee shall have 
come to a deéision, it must be accepted as 
final, butin no case shall this Fraternity 
have power to order a strike.

Pond’s Relations to the San Fran- 
cisco Boss. 
{San Francisco Call.] 

When asked by a reporter of a Buck- 
ley paper to deny the report that he 
had bargained with Buckley for the 
San Jose nomination Mr. Pond is said 
to have taken a few seconds reflection. 
At first he did not think it worth while 
to make a denial. He did not want to 
take any more trouble in this cam- 
paign than was absolutely necessary.

defeated him; other well-informed 
men think thatit could. They think 
that Buckley could have nominated 
either Mr. English or Mr. Coleman if 
he had wished to do so. The brother 
of Candidate English was quite posi- 
tive on that point,-when he detected 
the hand of Buckley pulling the wires 
that nominated Pond. It should be 
remembered that Buckley and Pond 
have been in a sense political partners 
for years. Mr. Pond has twice been 
nominated for Mayor of San francisco 
and twice elected, while Buckley has 
had complete control of the party.

Powder Company’’ for the manufac- 
of high explosives.

This morning a committee of the 
Protective Fraternity publishes an ad- 
dress which is in keeping with their 
hitherto conservative course, and 
which sets forth the leading principles 
of their organization. A calm state- 
ment of facts like this is worth more 
in the estimation of a fair-minded 
public than columns of vituperative, 
abuse aud wmisrepresentation. The 
contemptible cowards who utter their 
anonymous slanders every week can 
never hope to attain such a standard 
of manhood. Itis as far beyond them 
as the aspiration for heaven is beyond 
the howling coyote. 
The address is commended to the 
consideration of those who wish to 
post themselves concerning the merits 
of the controversy now raging between 
the printers.

A PECULIAR PROPOSITION. 


The California Prohibitionist, a pa- 
per which purporis to be publisged in 
San Francisco and Jos Angeles, in its

Resolved, that the Chairman be in-

Resolved, that the Chairman obtain the 
consent in writing of the candidates named 
by us as judges tothe useof their names; 


and unless so given, that the names of those 
not consenting be omitted from the ticket. 


These resolutious are peculiar, for 
the reason that the second one makes 
no demand for a pledge of total ab- 
stinence, but simply exacts a written 
agreement to go on the ticket. 
Now, unearly two weeks have 
elapsed, but there has been no 
expression from the judges mentioned 
as to whether they will accept the 
proffered nominations or not. If they 
intend to do so, they should speak out 
at once—say whether they are total 
abstainers and will go on the ticket. 
It would not be the right thing for 
them to take advantage of their fellow 
candidates by waiting until the last 
moment before the election, and then 
quietly notify the Probibitionists that 
they uccept the nomination. Of 
course, in this manner they might pla- 
cate both the saloon and the Prohibi- 
tion vote—carry wateron both shoul- 
ders, as it were—but.such a course

THE DEMOCRAT KNOCKED OUT. 


How the Doctor Attempted to Cap- 
ture the Maeting-The Vote— 
A Nationalist Meeting in 

the Afternoon. : 


Lastevening a joint debate was adver- 
tised to take place between H. G. Wilshire, 
the Nationalist candid .te for Congress, and 
Dr. Joseph Kurtz, the Democratic nominee 
for County Treasurer, at Turn Verein Hall. 


thereafter the audience became restive. 
Finally eat 7:45 the meeting was called to 
order, 


‘Toe chairman announced that as Dr. 
Kurtz had not yet arrived it mignt be possi- 
bie that he was unavoidably detained. He 
therefore introduced Mr, Owen, editor 
of the Weekly Nationalist, whom 
he said would temporarily entertain the’ 
audience, 

Mr. Owen made a brief address in which 
he interviewed and indorsed Nationalistic 
principles. During his address Dr. Kurtz 
entered the hall. iie was most enthusiastic- 
ally received. 

After Mr. Owen had retired, the cbair- 
man came forward and announced that Dr. 
Kurtz would be allowed hbaif an hour to 
present the principles he advocated; that 
after this Mr. Wilshire would reply in haif 
an hour; after which Dr. Kurtz would be 
allowed ten minutes for rebuttal and Mr. 
Wiishire ten minutes for the same purpose. 

Dr. Kurtz was then introduced. I'he 
doctor generally defended the principles 
of the Nationalist party which he claimed 
generally indorsed those of the 
Democratic party. Dr. Kurtz said that he 
had been a Socialist since 1875, and he 
thought that the principles of Socialism and 
Democracy were almost identical. “As 
for the dream of Bellamy, 1 would be most 
happy to see it realized,” said the speaker. 
“Wuile I do not belong to any Nationalistic 
or Socialistic organizations at present, my 
sentiments have not changed in the least.”’ 
In closing Dr. Kurtz paid high compli- 
mentto Mr. Wilshire. He said that if he 
had been nominated a few weeks befor; he 
had he might have been the Democratic 
nominee as well, The Nationalist organi- 
zation, he said, was as perfect as that 
of any third party organization 
he had ever seen. He thought that the best 
way for the Nationalist party to work out 
its.ends is through the. Democratic organi- 
zation, In closing Dr. Kurtz made an ex- 
tensive defense of the Democratic party 
leaders. He then read the Nationalist plat- 
form and criticised each clause seriatum. 

Atthe conclusion of this the doctor read 
the Democratic platform, after which H. 
G. Wiishire, the Nationalist candidate for 
Congress, was introduced. Mr. Wiishire 
was enthusiastically received. | 

ln opening he went into an extensive de- 
fense of-the Nationalist platform, which he 
said was distinctively a platform of the 
party which he represented. Heciailenged 

r. Kurtz to present any plank in the Dew- 
ocratic platform which was reproduced in 
the platform of his party. In closing 
Mr. Wilshire predicted that the world is on 
the verge of social chaos. There is, he 
said, atime coming when the world will 
not be ruled by the capitalistic press and its 
combinations. Socialism was defended tu 
some length. ‘The speaker said that he is 
an American, born of American parents, 
yet he is a Socialist. A general defense of 
the principles of Nationalism was entered 
upon and carried out tosome length, . 

In response to Mr. Wilshire, Dr. Kurtz 
spoke tor ten nutes. He still insisted 
that many planks of the Nationalistic plat- 
form were embodied in that of the Demo- 
cratic. While the speaker generally in- 
dorsed the principles of Nationalism, he 
thought the results desired could be worked 
out, aud should be worked out, slowly. The 
doctor appeaied to his Nationalist friends 
to support the Democratic ticket. “If you 
consider both parties’ evils, choose the 
lesser of the two, the Democratic party.”’ 

Mr. Wilshire replied in rebuttai for ten 
minutes. He got somewhat the best of the 
doctor in his response, reiterating state- 
ments which he hid made betore which the 


A viva voce vote was then taken, the. 
sentiments of Mr. Wilshire being aimost 
unanimously adopted by the audience, Dr. 
Kurtz receiving but few votes. 

THE AFTERNOON MEETING. 

H. G. Wilshire, candidate for Congress on 
the Nationalist ticket, addressed Club No. 1 
yesterday afternoon at Temperance Temple 
on the subject of “Nationalism or Plutoce- 
racy, Which?” | 

He began his speech by hailing the audi- 
ence as fellow-Nationalists. He regretted 
that there were not more strangers preseut 
as he thought it almost superfluous to en- 
lighten Nationalists on anything connected 
with the question. He mentioned the 
charge made a criticism on the article by 
Edward Bellamy in the October: Forum by 
the New York Herald to the effect that 
Nationalists are not studiants of political 
economy, because if they were they weuld 
not believe in Mr. Bellamy’s Utopia.

present time.” Mr. Atkinson contends that 
the competition am ng capitalists, together 
with the determined stand the workers are 
taking iv regard to enforcing their de- 
mands. constantly tends toreduce the profits 
of capital. Mr. Wells, on the other hand, 
acknowledges that the day of competition 
between Capitalists is past, and that it is 
idis to struggle against the fact, which the 
constant improvement in machinery and 
methods of production has demonstrated, 
that industry can no longer be profitably car- 
ried op except on the largest possibile 
scale; nevertheless, he ciaimed that the 
presept widespread discontent is solely due 
to the inability of men to adapt themselves 
to the change of conditions now going on, 
and that as soon as civilization bas become 
adjusted tothe new order all wili work 
smoothly and new avenues of employment 
will be developed. 

The speaker could not understand how. a 
thinker soclear-sighted as Mr. Wells in 
desctrning the trend of modern business 
can come to such vreposterous conelusions, 
he himself maintaining, as Mr. Bellamy has 
done, thatthe tendency to consolidation of’ 
capital now going on points directly to the 
tinal goal of the nationalization of indus- 
trv. |

The New York Dramatic Mirror asks a 
question that must have often occurred to 
the theater-going public, relating to the as- 
sumption of false names by 80 many mem- 
bers of the theatrical profession. 1t says: 
“The name of Smith is common, but it has 
been assuciated with brains as often as most 
other names. There were Capt. John Smith, 
Albert Smith and Sydney Smith, for in- 
stduce. Would not Isabel Urquhart -have 
been just as successful and just as fair to 
look upon had she retained her own name 
of Belle Smith? The need for fictitious 
names on the stage has long since passed 
away. Their continuance implies a re 
proach that is unjust and undeserved.” 

There is no apparent reason for singling 
out one actress as a particularly heinous ex- 
ample, particularly as in this case the mo- 
tive for changing the name is apparent on 
the surface, the Smiths being legion, 
and the change sanctioned by ws- 
sage in the  profesion. Nevertheless 
the custom should be one more honored in 
the breach thanin the observance. Many 
are led to adopt it so that in case of failure 
upon the staga they maybe able to re- 
turn to their original obscurity without car- 
rying with them the reputation of their mis- 
fortune. Others again desire to escape the 
not:ce and censure of relations who may 
hold the stage and its belongings in holy 
horror. Nota few enjoy the opportunity to 
exchange a name that originally was bone 
ot their choosing for one more euphonious, 
and feel elated at being able to masquerade 
under a cognomen that has been assuciated 
in their minds as that of the beau ideal of 
their waking dreams. 

In regard to women, there is a great argu- 
ment in favor of their retsining their pater- 
name, even after marriage, 
first won reputation under it.

In the last paper which reached me 
from America I see that Mrs. Lillie 
Devereux Blake has been reviving the 
memory of Ernestine Rose.
